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Location of the Paul Memorial Hospital now 
depends on whether or not territory to the south 
of Upland as far as midway between Seventh and 
Eighth Street from east to west city limits of Up- 
land becomes a portion of this city. 

As a move toward the relingquishment of the ter- 
ritory, and the annexation of that territory to the 
city of Upland, a petition bearing 975 signatures 
and requesting a special election on the issue was 
before the city council: of. Ontario at last night’s 
meeting. Dr. J, H. Titus headed the delegation 
presenting the petition. If the names to the petition 
are qualified electors the election will be called. 
City Clerk Wynne will cheek the Tist. 

Plans practically completed are that the hospital 

s to built on Tenth street, Upland, but plans came 
a a halt when Ontario physicians desired the new 
institution loeated nearer Chaffey Union High 
School that student nurses might take advantage of 
the courses in nursing which are being given at the 
school. 

When Mrs. Jas. L. Paul offered $75,000 toward 
the erection of the hospital she stipulated that it 
must be built in the city of Upland. Col. Paul hay- 
ing been one of the pioneers and founders of this 
city. Physicians throughout. this section desire the 
hospital on Euclid avenue and nearer the center of 
the Ontario Colony. The move to relinquish the 
territory south of Upland which is undeveloned was 
fostered by many residents of Ontario, who not only 
want the hospital nearer the center of things in 
general, but believe that the territory to the south; 
of Upland will develop faster, if the change is made. 

~The assessed valuation of the territory is esti-| 
mated at $315,825.00. The new hospital will re- 
present an investment, when completed of near 
$125,000. If the hospital is erected on Euclid 
avenue south of Eighth street, many Ontario men 
are ready to add to Mrs. Pauls’ initial donation, 
which already amounts to $107,000 and with further 
sums coming from citizens throughout this territory 
the required amount will be obtained.

This was the statment of R. B. 
Peters Saturday at the peach thin- 
ning demonstration at the orcahrd 
of H. B. Pons, Ontario, where at- 
tendance records were broken. 

Records show that last year 26,127 
tons of peaches and 2,743 tons of 
apricots were produced in_ this 
county. Mr. Peters said Saturday 
afternoon the crop will easily reach 
50,000 tons of both fruits in the com- 
ing season. 

The five cooperative canneries of 
the California Growers’ Association 
will have 25,000 tons of fruit, Mr. 
Peters said. 

Of this quantity 
be produced in San’ Bernardino 
County. This does not take into con- 
sideration the portion of crop that 
will move to other canneries of the 
county.

HEN WARREN G. HARDING was cam- 
paigning in 1920, as the Republican 

presidential nominee, he promised that, 

in the event of his election, he would 
do all in his power to bring Liberty Bonds 
back to par. 

Current market quotations—take a look at 
'-em, please—show that he has already, with- 
in about a year of his tenure, virtually fulfilled 
that promise. Some of the bonds are above 
par, while the others are so close to it as to 
matter little, although these will be at par and 
above within a short time. 

Now, Mr. Harding did not do this himself 
as an individual. He did not wave a magic 
wand and accomplish it. He did not go out 
into the stock market and corner the Liberty 
bonds in order to boost their selling prices. 
IIe did it by following, faithfully and ener- 
setically, a definite program, formulated by 
his party, as well as by exercising wise man- 
agement and sane leadership. 

It was not any one particular thing that 
brought about this splendid result within such 
a gratifying short time, but a combination of 
them.

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Some Supreme Court Facts 


F the nine members of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, three owe 

their appointment to the eight years of 

President Wilson’s administration; these 
eve MeReynolds, of Tennesse; Brandeis, of 
Massachusetts, and Clarke, of Ohio. 
their apointments to the preceding single term 
of the Taft administration; these are Van 
Devanter, of Wyoming, and Pitney, of New 
Jersey. Two owe their appointments to the 
two terms of President Roosevelt; these are 
Holmes, of Massachusetts, and Day, of Ohio. 
Only one remains, MeKenna, of California, 
who owes his appointment to the McKinley ad- 
ministration. Thus rapidly the procession 
moves, even in the ease of life appointees, like 
those of the Supreme Court. 

It is doubtful if there has ever been a time 
‘n our history when there was no member of 
the court dating back to an earlier period 
than this. MeKenna, for example, took his 
seat in 1898, only 24 years ago. This change 
doubtless comes from the later period in life 
at which men become of sufficient prominenee 
in their profession to obtain this peculiarly 
distinguishing recognition. The new Harding 
administration counts one in the list, and that 
is Chief Justice Taft, who is now in his 65th 
year, and so one of the oldest men at the time 
of his appointment of any man ever named for 
the court. In fact, no member of it is today 
so young as President Harding, who is doing 
the selecting from this time forth—Boston 
Herald.

Many business pro- 
positions that seem absolutely sound to-day 
will have developed hazards or will have gone 
to pieces five years from now. Many more 
of what are called speculative propositions will 
have proved valueless. 

Many persons recently have had some hard 
experiences in the matter of losing money. 
They thought they were picking secure invest- 
ments for the savings of many years. But 
they depended upon people of incompetent 
judgment, and the funds that they thought 
were a reserve against old age and a source 
of permanent comfort, melt away like snow 
*nder a southern sun. 

People of excellent business judgment often 
lose money on commercial enterprises. A firm 
may run along for years making good profits. 
Then some mysterious change comes. Popular 
tastes change or there is new management that 
fails to grasp conditions. The concern that 
seemed as solid as a rock suddenly finds itself 
stranded and the owners thereof may be finan- 
cially crippled. 

It is one of the bitterest experiences of life 
thus to lose savings that represent so much 
labor and effort. Not merely is one deprived 
of the benefits he had counted upon but one 
feels like going out in the back yard and 
kicking himself for a fool. But the brightest 
and keenest men may have this experience. 

It is poor policy to risk one’s principal 
to get a few more per cent income. People 
who have considerable weaith can take chances 
that others cannot afford to. ePople of small 
means would better ask their banker here what 
w:ll be the best investment for them. Govern- 
ment bonds, banks and real estate mortgages 
in their home locality are usually the best 
things for those lacking investment experience.

ine, is set forth interestingly in a 
letter just received by W. H. Half- 
penny, well known Ontario rancher, 
from his daughter.

Miss Halfpenny tells in her letter 
of. the holding of a district mission- 
ary conference in an old conserva- 
tive and little known Chinese city 
which had heretofore absolutely re- 
fused to have missionaries or Chin- 
ese Christians open up any work 
there, but whose people seeing how 
Christian folk all over the world had 
come to the aid of the stricken dur- 
ing the famne, decided they want- 
ed to see “what we have,” and asked 
that the conference be held there.
